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Banks Put On 
Firm Footing 
Expert Says 

New Regulation Marks Be¬ 
ginning Of (ireat Uptrend 
Foi'um Is Told 

Urging rigid Federal bank 
charter restrictions and competi¬ 
tive examinations for bankers, 
Prof. John P. Schaffer, chairman 
of the University of Southern 
California banking and economics 
departments, gave a comprehen¬ 
sive picture of the present Na¬ 
tional banking situation to a 
meeting of tne Sierra Madre 
Forum in the City Hali Tuesday 
night. Also present at the gather¬ 
ing, and voicing agreement with 
all of Mr. Schaffer’s conclusions, 
was E. K. Kennedy, of the Bank 
of America, and head of the 
Pa.sadena Clearing House. 

“Never before in history," Prof. 
Schaffer said, "has there been 
such a condition as has existed 
here in the past few years — 
either in scope or intensity ... I 
wonder how many of you realize 
what history has been made in 
the last month alone?" He went 
on to state that he belived that 
due to I’resident Roosevelt's vig. 
orous action there would be such 
an uptrend that within a year we 
should be able to look back on 
the present as very low ground. 

"There are now 4P separate 
means by which a bank charter 
may be secured,” Mr. Schaffer 
pointed out. “There are 18 states 
empowered to grant charters, and 
the Federal authority,, in addition. 
It is my belief that iri the future 
men will not only have to show 
evidence of a propose(i bank's 
need in order to gain a charter, 
but also show proof of their own 
ability to conduct the bank as a 
firm business enterprise ..." 

In answer to a reipiest from 
the audience Mr. Schaffer brief¬ 
ly outlined the Canadian banking 
system. That .system, he ex¬ 
plained, is strictly one of branch 
banks. In Canada there is no 
Central bank, with branches, hut 
rather a bank of branches, with 
a head office that does no bank¬ 
ing business. Each hank issues 
its own currency, and such cur¬ 
rency is returneii to its home 
bank in exchange. He also ex¬ 
plained that the Federal notes 
that are now being issued are 
backd 100 per cent collateral ap¬ 
proved by the F’ederal Reserve 
Board. 

Anothr bank reform the speak¬ 
er suggested was that balance i 
sheets be simplified to a point 
where depositors could actually 
know of a bank's integrity and 
investment security. 

Summed up, the substance of 
the address was that the bank¬ 
ing business in this country has 
been carried on in a slip-shod, 
unbusinesslike manner, that count- 
le.ss banks were started for no 
reason other than the individual 
exploitation of real-estate or 
other enterpri.ses that there will 
now undoubtedly be a Federal 
control of banks, sensible re.stric. 
tlon of new charters; that in less 
than a year’s time the Nation's 
business will experience a vast 
increase over the low level of 
last June.

Jobless Relief 
Association Gets 
City’s Full Support 

The City Council Wednesday 
night passed a resolution which 
officially placed the local Un¬ 
employed Relief Association on a 
par with any of the city's other 
municipal and semi-political or¬ 
ganizations. The resolution states 
that the association during the 
depression “shall be recognized as 
a functioning part of the govern¬ 
ment of the City of Sierra 
Madre." although the city Itself 
at the present time is without 
funds to appropriate any money 
to the organization. 

Because the association has for 
the past nine months efficiently 
ami effectually cooperated with 
the City Council in relieving the 
hardships of the unemployed, the 
Council thought it well to take 
such action as would definitely 
centralize such relief work and 
place the city’s support wholly 
back of the one body. 

Raise Quake 
Relief Fund 
For Families 

Red Ci'os.s Head Says City’s 
Help For Individuals 
In Direst Need 

Contributions for the Earth¬ 
quake Disaster Relief fund here 
totaled $260.00 up to Wednesday 
night, according to Mias Louise 
Juii.son, executive secretary of 
the local Red Cross chapter. 

Miss 'Vannier, chapter chair¬ 
man said today: “We want the 
people of Sierra Madre to clearly 
understand that all this money 
is to be used for the relief of in- 
<iivi(iiials and families, actual suf¬ 
ferers from the quake. 

“3'he National Hod Cross ap¬ 
propriated $50,000 from its trea¬ 
sury at Washington to start the 
campaign for the $500,000 relief 
fund needed. The Red Cross ap¬ 
peal must not be confused with 
the plans for Federal or State 
appropriations. Much of these lat¬ 
ter funds will be utilized for re¬ 
placement of public buildings and 
business buildings while the Red 
Cross relief money will be used 
only for families financially un. 
able to take care of their dl.saster 
lo.sses. 

“Homes, not business property, 
will be rehabilitated through this 
Red Cross fund. Need, not the 
amount of lo.ss, is the basis on 
which the funds are distributed. I 
They are administered by 
ficials of the National organiza¬ 
tion, men and women specially 
trained for this work, sent into 
the disaster area, so no local fa- 
voriti.“m or prejudices can pos¬ 
sibly enter into the allotments. 

“Hundreds of families who 
have lo.sses are registered with 
the relief bureaus and the num¬ 
ber increases daily. The total 
property loss is estimated vari¬ 
ously from $43,000,000 to $60,- 
000,000, with the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce authoriz¬ 
ing the first figures as a con¬ 
servative estimate. 

“It is plain that the $50,000 to 
help the small home owner who 
has no other resource is but a 
small part of the great t(^tal and 
it should be raised as quickly as 
po.ssible. The sooner these poor 
I people are back in ho&es instead 
of living in tents or 'ither tem- 
I porary shelters, the less will be 
I the toll In sickness and death. 

“I urge everyone in Sierra

Sierra Madre is one of a dozen 
Los Angeles county cities and 
towns all in tlie Foothills and 
San Gabriel Valley that won’t 
have beer when the "three-t*/o” 
law becomes effective in the Na¬ 
tion April 6, and probably for 
some time afterward. Two local 
laws stand In the way. 

First of all there is the local 
ordinance that forbids the poss¬ 
ession here of anything that 
even smells alcoholic. That mu.st 
be .stricken from the books by 
the Cit.v Council if “three-two" 
be^r and wine is to be -sold or 
delivered here. 

Second, there is the county’s 
"Little Vol.stead Act,” that makes 
the Gaudier ordinance look like n 
bit of legislation put over by the 
Brewers’ Association. While the 
Gandier Ordinance merely pre¬ 
scribes when and where Los 
Angeles city may sell its liquor, 
the county law forbids the sale or 
gift of anything containing more 
than one-half of 1 per cent al¬ 
cohol or its transportation into or 
through unincorporated county 
territory. . ^ - 

Sierra Madre, to the chagrin of 


beer drinkers, is located adjacent 
to unincorporated territory on all 
Hides except where she touches 
Arcadia. And Arcadia joins 
Monrovia both cities being en¬ 
tirely .surrounded by county terri¬ 
tory. 

All of which isolates this city 
completely from the brew taps. 
The restrictive county ordinance 
to he repealed must be acted on 
by the Board of Supervisors, 
which body is divided on the sub¬ 
ject and seems afraid to act. As 
a re.sult petitions calling for sub- 
niis.sion of the question to the 
people at the election of May 2 
or June 6 are being so generous¬ 
ly signed that there seems no 
doubt that the public will be al¬ 
lowed to apeak Its mind at the 
ballot boxes if the supervisors fall 
to repeal the ordinance. 

The other cities affected as this 
one Is besides Monrovia and Ar¬ 
cadia, are Claremont, La Verne, 
Glendora, and Azusa of the Foot¬ 
hill towns, and Covina, Weest 
Covina, El Monte and Whittier 
further down in the San Gabriel 
valley.

In a logical and convincing 
manner the unreal and insub¬

Prof. Hering chose for the sub¬ 
ject of his iecture "Scientific 
Christian Healing,” and he laid 
a foundation for his discussion of
